OF FRENCH ORIGIN 


Unbuckled Galoshes Can Be 


Traced to Historic Incident. 


Battle of Steinkirk, in 1692, Laid th« 


Foundation for the Prevent 


Freakish Fashion. 


How many of the young ladles who 


parade down Michigan boulevard with 
unbuckled galoshes 
clanking about 


their ankles know where and how the 
freakish 
fashion originated? asks a 


writer In the Chicago Journal. 


In July, 1692, the French forces un- 


der Marshal Luxembourg were camped 
at Steinkirk, In what is now Belgium; 
while six miles away lay the allied 
troops under William III. of England. 
The two armies were too evenly bal- 
anced for either to attack unless it 
could secure some special advantage; 
and the French commander was kept 
informed of every allied move by a 
spy who was chief secretary to one of 
the German princes in the allied ranks. 
This man's treason was discovered, a 
pistol was put to his head, and he was 
compelled to write and forward a let- 
ter which was a trap. 
It told that 


the allies meant to send out a foraging 
party the next morning, and to guard 
this, would occupy the ground be- 
tween the two armies with strong de- 
tachments of Infantry. 


With this letter preparing the way 


for a surprise, a general assault was 
was planned, and came near being suc- 
cessful. 
The allied troops, a British 


brigade leading, almost reached the 
French lines before the trick was dis- 
covered. The French advance guard 
was smashed and routed. The Swiss 
mercenaries in the French service were 
beaten. But then the household troops 
of Louis XIV. entered the fray, led by 
young nobles and princes of the blood, 
and after a terrific struggle the Eng- 
lish and their allies were driven back. 


At that time, the French noble in 


military service was as much a dandy 
as a soldier. He wore lace collar and 
cuffs, as costly as his parents could 
afford, and arranged with the most 
foppish care. 
But with the English 


column smashing its way into camp, 
there was no time for such fine work; 
the heroic dandies charged with col- 
lars loose and cravats untied; and 
Paris seized on this disarray and 
made a fashion of it to commemorate 
the victory. The name of "Steinkirk" 
was given to adornments worn askew 
or left flapping, 


At irregular intervals since then, the 


Steinkirk fashion comes hack. Gloves 
ties, blouses, alt have neon worn with 
elaborate carelessness which probably 
is meant to signify that the wearer has 
plenty more, and would not mind los- 
ing this one. But never, surely, did 
the fad take an uglier form than in its 
present aspect of unbuckled galoshes.

leakage about window and door fram- 
ing will be so great that the rooms 
can not be heated to a comfortable 
temperature, even by forcing the fur- 
nace to its limit. 


Small Cracks Let in Much Air. 


Tight-fitting windows, sajs the bul- 


letin, are essential if Jeakage losses 
are to be kept down. Onlmarj; felt 
weather stripping helps to reduce this 
loss. Metal weather stripping is still 
better and aids matcriallj in saving 
fuel. Tests have demonstrated that it 
Is possible, bj the use of metal weath- 
er stripping, to reduce by 88 per cent 
the leakage through a 1-32-ineh crack 
when the wind is blowing 15 miles an 
hour and by 83 per cent with a 30-mile 
wind. 


The condition of the windows in a 


building, whether tight, loose or just 
loose enough to rattle plays a very 
Important part not onlj- In the comfort 
derived from a heating plant but more 
noticeably in the annual cost of opera- 
tion. Suitable metal weather stripping 
frequently reduces by 13 to 20 per cent 
the ladiatlon required.

mean« n s.ning of heat and a lessening 


While the carrying of lunches Is by 


far the >nost common practice, taking 
country and town together, there are 
few cases in which It is not desirable 
for the school to siiare with the home 
the responsibility for the 
noonday 


meal. In some places the task for the 
school may be hardly more than that 
of providing clean and safe places for 
lunch baskets, where the food will 
not be likely to become dirty or 
spoiled. In others It may be practi 
cable to provide by one means or an 
other a hot dish with which to sup- 
plement foods brought from home. In 
still others, particularly where large 
attendance and many teachers and 
other workers make subdivision of 
labor a comparatively easj matter, it 
may be possible for the school to estab- 
lish and maintain lunch rooms. 


It is in the small country school with 


only one teacher that the midday meal 
presents the most difficult problems 
The common custom is still for the pu- 
pils to bring their lunches, but there 
is a growing tendency to try the ex- 
periment of preparing part of the meal 
at school, and of allowing time for 
serving it carefully. If rightly han- 
dled, the meal, even under the unusual 
difficulties 
presented 
in 
the 
rural 


school, may offer the most favorable 
of all opportunities to inculcate l.abits 
of cleanliness and to teach sanitation 
and simple cookery. The situation, 
however, requires a te-i \n'r of ingenu- 
ity and of enthusiasm for her work. 


The simplest of equipments includes 


a large kettle suitable to be used on 
the sto\e that heats the schoolhouse, 
measuring cup and spoons, 
paring 


knife, mixing spoon, dish pans, and 
towels. It will usuallj be possible for 
the boys to make a set of shelves for 
the dishes, using box lumber if no 
other is available, and for the girls to 
make curtains or other coverings for 
protecting the dishes from dust. The 
pupils will, as a rule, he found wil- 
ling to bring plates, cups, bowls and 
spoons to keep do\\ n expenses. A fire- 
less cooker is comement for meat 
stew«, meat and bean soups, cereal 
mushes, and manj other dishes that 
require long cooking. 


The recipes for the dishes cooked 


for lunch may be given to the older 
girls in school, discussed in class, and 
tried at home. The special disti for 
the day, which in winter is usually 
hot and in summer cold, can be pre- 
pared and served at noon by the girls 
in turn, working in groups, suggest 
home economics specialists of the Uni- 
ted States Department of Agriculture 
It will often be necessary to sene the 
food to the children at their seats, a 
practice which is not especially ob- 
jectionable if the schoolhouse is clean 
and well ventilated, the desks careful- 
ly cleaned before meals, and the build- 
ing thoroughly screened to keep out 
flies.

Then he would usually move 
to New Jersej, Long Island or West- 
Chester, and New York would lose a 
good citizen. A home owner takes a 
lively interest in local impro\ement 
and neighborhood welfare 
Until New- 


York adopted the zoning plan, there 
was no encouragement for small home 
owners inside of the citj limits 
Now 


the owner of a small home is better 
protected in mam parts than if he 
goes out into suburban \illages. 


"Small detached homes are sprlng- 


Ing up rapidlj in all of the outlj in? 
boroughs, pspwlallj in Brookljn and 
Queens. The home owner sees that 
in residence location he is protected 
against Imasion of stores small fac- 
tories and garages. In the I> and B 
districts he is safe from large tene- 
ments and apartments, lie is willing 
to put his earnings In the equity of a 
small home and pay off his second 
mortgage by installments because tho 
zoning plan has lessened the dangers 
that would wipe ont his home equity."

heating season, and as a result the 
temperature of the rooms was too high. 


Big Fuel Saving. 


A fuel saving of 15 to 25 per cent 


appears possible by equipping win- 
dows and doors with metal stripping. 
If. therefore, metal stripping is put in 
when a house is built, it is possible to 
reduce the size and cost of the heating 
plant in proportion to the reduction 
In radiation surface made possible. 
The cost of metal weather stripping 
may frequently be offset by the reduc- 
tion in the cost of the heating plant.

A varnish brush may be kept in the 


varnish in which it is used, or, In case 
of shellac varnish, in alcohol; but 
brushes used in oil paint and oil stain, 
unless they are to be used again with- 
in a few days, should be thoroughly 
washed in turpentine or kerosene, 
rinsed in gasoline or benzine, washed 
again in warm soapsuds, thoroughly 
shaken, and hung up to dry with the 
bristles down. Paint brushes that are 
to be used again the next day may 
simply be wrapped in several thick- 
nesses of paper, or they may be kept 
for several days with the bristles sub- 
merged in turpentine or kerosene. If 
kerosene is used, the brush must be 
shaken and rinsed In turpentine be- 
fore it is put Into paint again. Brushes 
used in water stain may be washed 
and rinsed In clear water.

REPEATER FACES COURT 


Charged with the misdemeanor of 


fraudulently 
voting twice In same 


district on the same day at the gen- 
eral election held in Adams countv on 
November 8. G-uv F. Blocher. Littles- 
town, was arrested Fridav bv private 
Leggoe of tho Gettysburg station of 
the State police on ai process Issued 
by the Court at i's session on Novem- 
ber 14. A preliminary hearing was 
held Friday before Justice Blocher, 
Littlestown. when Guy Blocher was 
released under $f>00 bail furnished by 
his father, W. F. Blocher, for his ap- 
pearance at Court, which begins Mon- 
day, 
January 23. Blocher as said to 


have entered the polling place in Lit- 
tlestown about 9 o'clock and voted. 
At 11 o'clock, Blocher reappeared at 
the polls and demanded another bal- 
lot. When it was refused, Blocher is 
said to have raised a disturbance and 
compelled the .judges of the election 
to give him another ballot. Those 
who were present in the voting place 
when Blocher put in his second ap- 
pearance declare that he was under 
the influence of liquor, according to 
the police. On Monday, November 14, 
the day set by the Court to hear the 
returns of the constables or the va- 
rious townships, Constable Goucher, 
Littlestown, reported this occurrence 
to Judge McPherson. The Judge im- 
mediately ordered the district attor- 
ney to issue a process asking for the 
arrest of Blocher and the district at- 
torney swore out a warrant. The 
case is the first of its kind in the his- 
tory of the county, and the charge 
which is a very serious one carries 
with it a heavy fine and jail sentence 
in case of conviction.

of Co. C, llth Infantry, who died in 
France on October 31, 1918, from 
wounds received in action, was brot 
to the home of the boy's parents, Mr. 
and Mrs. Jacob Markline, Sr., about 
three miles from Hanover along the 
Abbottstown 'pike.

Besides the 
parents, a number of brothers and 
sisters survive, including Mrs. Dan- 
iel Laughman, Bittingers; Mrs. Al- 
fred Albright, at home, and Mrs. Clar- 
ence Warner, Hanover.

FORGERY CHARGED 


Already under bail for a hearing for 


an alleged offense he committed hi 
Shrewsbury, several days ago, N. C. 
McSherry, 25'years old, a member of 
a prominent family in Gettysburg, 
was. arrested in Hanover by Chief 
'Crabbs, Satuitlay, on forgery charge, 
preferred before Justice Sell, by Paul 
Britcher. McSherry, 
it is claimed, 


presented a check of $500, made pay- 
able to William McSherry, a step- 
brother and a prominent attorney-at- 
law, of Gettysburg, to four banking 
institutions in Hanover. The check, 
dated January 7, 1922, was one for the 
People's 
Bank of Hanover but the 


name of the bank was changed to the 
Gettysburg National bank. When the 
banks refused to cash the check, Mc- 
Sherry went to the Hanover, Savings 
bank, where be was told that the 
cfoeck would be honored if he could 
get someone to identify him. McSher- 
ry, it is claimed, returned to the bank 
with the signature of Paul Britcher 
on it. The bank communicated with 
Britcher, who claimed that his name 
was a forgery. McSherry wa's then 
placed under arrest He was commit- 
ted to jail, but later taken to Gettys- 
burg, where he secured, bail. He had 
borrowed Britcher^s fountain pen to 
endorse his name on the check. Mc- 
Sherry, it is said, went to Hanover, 
and registered at the Albaugh hotel, 
and gave his residence ais- Silver Cily, 
New Mexico. An investigation by 
Chief Craibhs revealed that McSherry 
is the same I. N. McSherry who was 
arrested in Shrewsbury several days 
ago. It 
is said that he offered a 


check to a proprietor of a garage 
there, in payment for gasoline and 
then attempted to run away. He was 
out on bail Saturday morning when 
he was arrested. It is believed he is 
of unsound mind and will probably 
be examined before being given a 
hearing. 


The young man, who has been mak- 


ing his home with his step-brother, in 
Gettysburg, has been held in good re- 
pute in his home town. He is tin- 
mar rited, and is said to have served 
overseas during the World War. He 
was dismissed lately from the Gettys- 
burg National hank, where he was 
employed as a clerk. He claimed he 
was on his way to New Mexico. He 
maintained 
a calm stolidity during 


the examination and kept smoking a 
cigarette all the while. 


TURNS OUT BAD EGG 


Should R. P. Farrington, of Phila- 


delphia and Washington, return to 
Gettysburg, he will have to face a 
charge 
preferred 
against 
him for 


passing a worthless check for $10 on 
C. Ross Shuman, and for purchasing 
an overcoat from O. H. Lestz to the 
value of $22.50 and having it charged 
to Lhe Gettysburg chapter of the Red 
Cross. Farrington came to Gettys- 
burg last July as a traveling sales- 
man and registered at the Hoffman 
Hotel. On July 18 he attempted to 
commit suicide by drinking tincture 
of iodine. His groans were heard by 
Mrs. Howard Mitinger at the time and 
his room was broken into, and he was 
rushed to the Warner Hospital, where 
the iodSne was removed from his sto-" 
mach. The reason he assigned at the 
time for attempting suicide were his 
jnahility to get employment, lack of 
funds and troubles with his family. 
The Gettysburg chapter of the Red 
Cross befriended Farrington after his 
discharge from the hospital ;and pro- 
cured him a job in the Gettysburg 
Panel factory, where he worked until 
Saturday. It is understood, however, 
that he spent most of the money he 
made and usually was without funds. 
Saturday evening he left.

Last, and by far the most insidious and sinister 


factor in the international situation, is the emergence 
of new methods of warfare, which involve the whole- 
sale destruction of civilian population. 
To be quite 


frank, we may dismiss at once any hope of a new patri- 
otism, of any wide feeling that self-interest is identical 
with the good of other nations and the world at large, 


BO long as the fear of wholesale civilian destruction 
hangs over the peoples of each country. 


If the nations, at this point of the world's history, 


cannot agree to debar chemists and scientiets from pur- 


suing researches for destructive purposes; if they will not officially put the 
air and the depths of water out of court in warfare; guarantee the im- 
munity of merchant shipping in time of war, so that blockades are no 
longer possible; and take definite measures to see that all these interna- 
tional prohibitions are not secretly evaded; then, we may call what con- 
ferences on disarmament we like, and limit the number of men and ships 
as we please; we may write and we may talk about a "new patriotism" 
and "world salvation," and it will all be just beating the air. 


Limitation of outworn weapons, however desirable to ease our pockets 


for the moment, and idealistic talk about world-citizenship are not going 
to lessen the real danger of our times. Nor will it subdue in the indi- 
viduals of each nation the half-conscious fear and distrust of other nations, 
based on knowledge that by devilith invention they may some day be sud- 
denly poisoned or starved out of existence wholesale. 


The truth, not yet really grasped, even by thinkers, in spite of all the 


warnings of the last war, is this: War will no longer be made by soldiers 
on soldiers in manful fashion, but by politicians, chemists and engineers, 
on women, children and old folk. 
War threatens civilians as it never 


threatened them before. 
It has become sheer blackguardibiu. 


If the nations cannot nip such a grotesque development in the bud, 


and so remove the dread of it, small at present, but insidious, ever spread- 
ing, and perfectly justified, from the minds of us all—what earthly hope 
is there of a new patriotism, which shall feel for this whole beautiful world 
what we now feel for our lovely corner of it?

'Great Monetary Loss Can Be of No 
Consideration When Compared—"

]t was stated at some of the sosbions of the recent League of Nations 


meeting m Geneva—it has often been carelessly suggested in the press— 
that the flame of war is in great measure kept alive by those interested in 
the private building of naval ships and the manufacturers of munitions 
of war. 
I can, of course, speak only for myself, but I believe I know and 


express the sentiments of others placed in similar positions to mine when 
I say this: 


I am at the head of the largest war materials manufacturing works 


in the world. The shipyards of my company build more naval ships than 
are built in any other yards under one management in the United States. 


But I ha\e been thrilled beyond expression, as has every good Amer- 


ican, by that brilliant and statesmanlike scheme laid before the conference 
•in Washington by Secretary Hughes. The carrying out of that plan may 
involve great monetary loss in somo quarters, but such a thing as finan- 
cial bbs can be of no consideration when compared to the inestimable 
boon to mankind which would be involved in the realization of that mag- 
nificent plan. 


HE you quite sure that you hold 
your spoon in the correct man- 
ner? Jt does seem a funny thing 


that so much depends on such an ap- 
parently unimportant matter.

nn extremely mincing manner, with the 
little linger and ring finger held as 
far away from the other fingers as pos- 
sible, you Immediately 
assume 
that 


that person is trying to impress you 
with his extreme daintiness. 


Properly, the spoon should be held 


between thumb and first finger, rest- 
Ing on the middle linger. Be careful 
not to hold it too fur down touurd the 
bowl. 


Always raise tlie spoon to your rnouth 


so that the Mde of the bowl tout-lies 
the mouth, und not the point of the 
spoon. 
To do this one bus to bring 


the spoon up at right angles, in a 
very 
awkward manner. 
Ilemember 


that you should never drink or sip 
from the tip of the spoon. 
Liquids 


should bo taken from the side of the 
spoon, \\ithout sipping them and with- 
out actually putting the entire spoon 
into the mouth 
Solids should be tak- 


en bv laying the spoon between the 
lip*, und taking the contents into the 
mouth without the polishing process 
that is characterlstc of children when 
they especially enjoy what they are 
eating. 


Soft-boiled eggs are eaten with a 


spoon from the shell. 
It is a good 


Idea to hnve bone egg spoons that do 
not discolor with the action of the 
egg, as do silver spoons. 


Bouillon, when served in cups; tea, 


coffee and other beverages served in 
cups, should be taken with the spoon 
only enough to nmke sure that they 
are properly seasoned and that they 
are cool enough to drink. It is ex- 
tremely bad form to consume the en- 
tire cupful with sips of the spoon. 


No vegetables should be taken with 


a spoon that can possibly be eaten with 
a fork. 
To be suio, such tilings :is 


thin-stewed tomatoes, served in side 
saucers, cannot very easily be managed 
with a fork. Perhaps the right way 
to prepare them for the table is In 
solid enough form so that tbey can 
be managed without a 
spoon. Peas 


should not be eaten with a spoon, and 
for that reason It Is no longer consid- 
ered best to serve them cooked in 
milk. 
Many persona insist that ice 


creum is a fork food, und not spoon 
food. 
However, if spoons are served 


with this dainty, do not hesitate to 
use them. There is really nothing very 
bad form about using a spoon, and a 
great many persons do who are beyond 
reproach in 'table manners.

The Average American Eats Exactly 


2,664 Pounds of Food Each Year 


By JAMES J. DAVIS, U. S. Secretary of Labor. 


Do you know that the average American eats more than a ton of food 


every year? The exact figures are J5,664 pounds per man per year. That 
u a costly item. We certainly don't stint ourselves. 


And does this Gargantuan appetite really make for national health? 


It it any better for the body than it is for the pocketbook ? I notice by 
these same figures from the bureau of labor statistics that the average 
American wage-earner manages to keep the spark of life in his body on 
1,775 pounds of food a year. The A. E. F. ration was 1,340 pounds per 
man per year, and if I recollect rightly the American soldier did some 
pretty fair work on that allowance. 


The medical authorities may make what they please of these figures, 


but I notice that the average Japanese consumes 905 pounds of food per 
annum. The average Jap adult gets 30 pounds of fruit, as against 250 
pounds, the average with us.

tojispoonful 
of 
soda. 


Then add three and one- 


half cupfuls of flour, a little cinnamon, 
clove and nutmeg nnd one-half to a 
whole cupful of chopped raisins. 
A 


few chopped nuts make an improve- 
ment. When \vell mixed drop by tea- 
spoonfuls 
on 
buttered 
sheets 
and 


sprinkle with sugar. 


Dutch 
Peppcrnuts.—Mix one 
and 


one-quarter pounds of brown suuar 
with two tablespoon! uls of cinnamon 
and one tablespoonful of cloves with 
one tenspoonful 
of 
baking powder. 


Into this stir three pgtrs nnd ns much 
flour ns it is possible to work in. Roll 
thin and cut In rirvles the size of a 
quarter; bake in a \ery slow oven. 
These little cakes will puff up and 
are delicious. Ice the flat sides. They 
will keep for months. 


Cranberry 
Cake.—Cream 
one-half 


cupful of butter and one and one half 
cupfuls if light brown sugar, add the 
well-beaten yolks of three eggs. Have 
ready and sifted two cupfuls of Hour, 
a tenspoonful of soda, a teaspoonful 
each of cinnamon and nutmeg and 
one-half teaspoonful of cloves; add to 
the sugar and butter. 
Fold In one 


and one-half cupfuls of cranberries 
that have been cooked, put through ft 
ricer and sweetened slightly, then the 
stiffly beaten whites of the eggs. Bake 
in two layers nnd ice, using some of 
the strained juice of the cranberry 
for flavor nnd color. 


Honey Doughnuts.—Doughnuts made 


of honey and sour 
milk or cream 


will keep moist n long time. 
Take 


two egg-, two fflhlpspoorif!!!?, of hut tor, 
one nnd one-half cupfuls of honey, one 
cupful of sour milk ; If sour cream 5.S 
used take half the butter, one ten* 
spoonful of sodn, three cupfuls of flour 
sifted with two ten spoon fills of cream 
of tartar. Fry In deep, liot fnt.

leakage about window and door fram- 
ing win be so great that the rooms 
can not be heated to a comfortable 
temperat-ure, even by forcing the fur- 
nace to its limit. 


Small Cracks Let in Much Air. 


Tight-iitting windows, says the bul- 
letin, are essential if Jeakage losses 
are to be kept down. 
Ordinary felt 
weather stripping belps to reduce this 
loss. 
Metal weather stripping is still 
better and aids materially in saving 
fuel. Tests have demonstrated that it 
is possible, by the use of metal weath- 
er stripping, to reduce by SS per cent 
the leakage through a 1-32-inch crack 
when the wind Is blowing 15 miles an 
hour and by 83 per cent with a 30-mlie 
wind. 


The condition of the windows in a 
building, whether tight, loose or Just 
loose enough to rattle plays a very 
Important part not only In the comfort 
derived from a heating plant but more 
noticeably in the annual cost of opera- 
tion. 
Suitable metal weather stripping 
frequently reduces by 15 to 20 per cent 
the radiation required. 


The prevention of window leakage 
means a «^nvlntr of heat and a lessening

of dirt blown into the house. 
In a 
certain apartment house, says the bul- 
letin, situated near a railroad station 
in a large city, during the first season 
of its occupancy the heating system 
supplied sullicient heat with a reason- 
able economy of fuel, but smoke and 
dust were a nuisance. 
MetaJ weatlier 
stripping was applied before the next 
heating season, and as a resuit 
the 
temperature of the rooms was too high. 
Big Fuel Saving. 
A fuel saving of 15 to 25 per cent 
appears 
possible by 
equipping 
win- 
dows and doors with metal stripping. 
If. therefore, metal stripping is put in 
when a house is built, it is possible to 
reduce the size and cost of the heating 
plant in proportion to the reduction 
in radiation 
surface made 
possible. 
The cost of metal weatlier stripping 
may frequently be offset by the reduc- 
tion in tile cost of the heating pJant.

HOT LUNCHES SERVED 


IN COUNTRY SCHOOLS 


Midday Meal Presents Big Prob 
lem in Sòme Cases. 


Offers Favorable Opportunity to 
In 
culcate Habits of Cleanliness and 
to Teach Children 
Sanitation 
and Simple Cookery. 


While the carrying of lunche« Is by 
far the most common practice, taking 
country and town together, there are 
few cases in which It is not desirable 
for the school to share with the home 
the 
responsibility 
for 
the 
noonday 
meal. In some places the task for the 
school may bo hardly more than that 
of providing clean and safe placos for 
lunch baskets, 
where the food 
will 
not 
be 
likely 
to 
become 
dirty 
or 
spoiled. 
In others It may be practi 
cable to provide by one means or an- 
other a hot dish with which to sup- 
plement foods brought from home. 
In 
still others, particularly where large 
attendance 
and 
many 
teachers 
and 
other workers 
make 
subdivision 
of 
labor a comparatively easy matter, it 
may be possible for the school to estab- 
lish and maintain lunch rooms. 


It is in the small country school with 
only one teacher that the midday meal 
presents the most dlfiicult problems. 
The common custom is still for the pu- 
pils to bring their lunches, but there 
is a growing tendency to try the ex- 
periment of preparing part of the meal 
at school, and of allowing time for 
serving It carefully. 
If rightly 
han- 
dled, the n>eal, even under the unusual 
dlfllcuUies 
presented 
in 
the 
rural 
school, may offer the most favorable 
of all opportunities to Inculcate habits 
of cleanliness and to teach sanitation 
and 
simple 
cookery. 
Tiie 
situation, 
however, requires a tei Mt'r of ingenu- 
ity and of enthusiasm for lier work. 


The simplest of equipments includes 
a large kettle suitable to be used on 
the stove that heats the schooihouse, 
measuring 
cup 
and 
spoons, 
paring 
knife, mixing spoon, dish pans, and 
towels. 
It will usually be possible fiir 
the boys to make a set of shelves for 
the dishes, using box lumber if 
no 
otiier is available, and for the girls to 
make curtains or other coverings for 
prot'octing the dishes from dust. 
The 
pupils will, as a rule, be found wil- 
ling to bring plates, cups, bowls and 
spoons to keep down expcMises. A fire- 
less cooker 
Is convenient 
for 
meat 
stews, moat and bean soups, 
cereal 
mushes, and many other dishes that 
require long cooking. 


The recipes for the dishes cooked 
for lunch may be given to the older 
girls in school, discussed In class, and 
tried at home. 
The special disii for 
the day, which In winter is usually 
hot and In summer cold, can be pre- 
pared and served at noon by the girls 
in turn, working in groups, 
suggest 
home economics speciaJlsts of the Uni- 
ted States Department of Agriculture. 
It will often be necessary to serve the 
food to the children at tiieir seats, a 
practice which is not especially ob- 
jectionable if the schooihouse is clean 
and well ventilated, the desks careful- 
ly cleaned before meals, and the build- 
ing thoroughly screened to keep out 
files.

ical, and if properly cared for can be 
used over and over again, It is pointed 
out in L'armers' Bulletin 1219, Floors 
and Floor Coverings, recently 
issued 
by the United States Department of 
Agriculture. 


A varnish brush may be kept In the 
varnish in which it is used, or, in case 
of 
shellac varnish, 
in alcoho.l; 
but 
brushes used in oil paint and oil stain, 
unless they are to be used again with- 
in a few days, sliould be thoroughly 
washed 
In 
turpentine 
or 
kerosene, 
rinsed in gasoline or benzine, washed 
again in warm soapsuds, 
thoroughly 
shaken, and hung up to dry with the 
bristles down. 
I'alnt bruslies that are 
to be used again the next day may 
simply be wrapped in several 
thick' 
nesses of paper, or tliey may be kept 
for several days with tiie bristles sub- 
merged In turpentine or kerosene. If 
kerosene is used, the brush must be 
shaken and rinsed in turi^entlne be- 
fore It is put Into paint again. Brushes 
used in water stain may be washed 
and rinsed in clear water.

"Make n city of the owners of small 
homes and you will have a well-run 
city." 


This was the verdict of Eclward W. 
Basset, counsel 
of 
the zoning com- 
mittee of the New York board of esti- 
mate and father of the zoning 
alter an exhaustive review of city de- 
velopment 
under 
tho building 
zone 
system. 


"Before the days of zoning," said 
he, "the head of a family would bo 
forced two or three times to sell bla 
private homo because he was pushed 
out by advancing stores or apartment 
houses. 
Then he would usually move 
to New Jersey. Long Island or West- 
chester, and New York would lose a 
good citizen. 
A home owner takes a 
lively interest 
In local 
improvement 
and neighborhood welfare. 
Until New 
York adopted the zoning plan, there 
was no encouragement for small homo 
owners inside of the city limits. 
Now 
the owner of a small home Is better 
protected 
In many parts than If ho 
goes out into suburban villages. 


'*Small detached homes are spring- 
ing up rapidly In all of the outlying 
boroughs, especially in Brooklyn and 
Queens. 
The home owner sees 
that 
In residence location he is protected 
against Invasion of stores, small fac- 
tories and garages. 
In the I> and B 
districts he is safe from large tene- 
ments and apartments, 
lie is willing 
to put his earnings in thè equity of a 
Binali home and pay oiT his second 
mortgage by installments because the 
zoning plan has lessened the dangers 
that would wipe out his home equity."

presented a check of $500, made pay-

bi\)ther and a prominent attorhey-<it- 
law, of (Jettysburff. to four banking 
institutions in Hanover. The chock, 
dated January 7, 1922, was one for the 
People's 
Bank of 
Hanover but the 
name of the bank was changed to the 
Gettysburg National bank. 
When the 
banks refusedi to cash the check. Mc- 
Sherry went to the Hanover Savings 
bank, wher© he was told that the 
dieck would be honored if he could 
get someone to ident.ify him. 
McSher- 
ry, it is claimed, returned to the bank 
with the signature of Paul Britcher 
on it. The bank communicated with 
Britcher, who claimed that his name 
was a forgery. McSherry was then 
placed under arrest 
He was commit- 
ted to jail, but later tak«n to Gettys- 
burg, where he secured bail. He had 
bon^owed Britcher^ fountain pen to 
endorse his name on the check. Mc- 
Sherry, it is said, -went to Hanover, 
and registered at the Albaugh hotel, 
and gave his residence 
Silver Cily. 
New 
Mexico. An 
investigatiion 
by 
Chief Craibbs revealed that McSherry 
is the same I. N. McSherry who was 
arrested in Shrewsbury several days 
ago. 
It 
is 'said that he offered a 
check to a proprietor of a garage 
there, in payment for gasoline ¡and 
then attempted to run away. He was 
out on bail Saturday morning when 
he was arrested. 
It is believed he is 
of unsound mind and will probably 
be examined belforo being given, a 
hearing. 


The young man, who has been mak- 
ing his home with his step-brother, in 
Gettysburg, bas been held in good re- 
pute in his home town. He is un- 
married, and, is said to have served 
overseas during the World War. 
He 
was dismissed lately front the Gettys- 
burg National bank, where he was 
employed as a clerk. He claimed he 
was on his way to New Mexico.

calm stolidity during 
the examination and kept smoking a 
cigarette all the while.

That the success and pros- 
perity of the town is closely interwo- 
ven with the success of all agriculture 
was the keynote of the arldress of 
Secretary of Agriculture Rnsmussen, 
who addressed the members of the 
Gettysburg Chamber of Commerce and 
the Adams Countv Farm Bureau at 
noon a' Hoffman Hotel. At the af- 
ternoon meeting, which followed the 
hmcheon. W. B. Connell, an authority 
on livestock, and H. D. Monroe, poul- 
try specialist, both from State Col- 
lege. were speakers.

Urging better grading of farm pro- 
ducts in Adams county. State Secre- 
tary

products of Pennsylvania farmers do

Judge 
Gillan 
after hearing 
the evidence 
withheld hi& opinion and will present 
it at a future session of the court. 
Judge McPherson was unable to pre- 
side in the case by being personally 
interested in the transfer of the prop- 
erty. 


York county led the state last year 
in the amount of butter produced and 
the amount received for the product.

War—Made by Chemists and Engineers 
on Women, Children and Old Folk 


By JOHN GALSWORTHY, in Now York Times. 


Last, and by far the most insidious and sinister 
factor in the international situation, is the emergence 
of new methods of warfare, which involve the whole- 
destruction of civilian population. 
To be quite 
dismiss at once any hope of a new patri- 
' 
' 
' 
' 
otism, of any wide feeling that self-interest is identical 
with the good of other nations and the world at large, 
so long as the fear of wholesale civilian destruction 
hangs over the peoples of each country. 


If the nations, at this point of the world's history, 
cannot agree to debar chemists and ficientists from pur- 
Buing researches for destructive purposes; if they will not officially put the 
air and the depths of water out of court in warfare; guarantee the im- 
munity of merchant shipping in time of war, so that blockades are no 
longer possible; and take definite measures to see that all these interna- 
tional prohibitions are not secretly evaded; then, we may call what con- 
ferences on disarmament we like, and limit the number of men and ships 
as we please; we may write and we may talk about a "new patriotism*' 
and "world salvation," and it will all be just beating the air. 


Limitation of outworn weapons, however desirable to ease our pockets 
for the moment, and idealistic talk about world-citizenship are not going 
to lessen the real danger of our times. 
Nor will it subdue in the indi- 
viduals of each nation the half-conscious fear and distrust of other nations, 
based on knowledge that by devilish invention they may some day be sud- 
denly poisoned or stan'ed out of existence wholesale. 


The truth, not yet really grasped, even by thinkers, in spite of all the 
warnings of the last war, is this: War will no longer be made by soldiers 
on soldiers in manful fashion, but by politicians, chemists and engineers, 
on women, children and old folk. 
War threatens civilians as it never 
threatened them before. It has become sheer blackguardism. 


If the nations cannot nip such a grotesque development in the bud, 
and so remove the dread of it, small at present, but insidious, ever spread- 
ing, and perfectly justified, from the minds of us all—Avhat earthly hope 
is there of a new patriotism, wliich shall feel for this whole beautiful world 
what Ave now feel for our lovely comer of it? 


''Great Monetary Loss Can Be of No 
Consideration When Compared—''

It was stated at some of the sessions of the recent League of Nations 
meeting in Geneva—it has often been carelessly suggested in the p r e s s - 
that the flame of war is in great measure kept alive by those interested in 
the private building of naval ships and the manufacturers of munitions 
of war. I can, of course, speak only for myself, but I believe I know and 
express the sentiments of others placed in similar positions to mine when 
I say this: 


I am at the head of the largest war materials manufacturing works 
in the world. The shipyards of my company build more naval ships than 
are built in any other yards under one management in the United States. 


But I have been thrilled beyond expression, as has every good Amer- 
ican, by that brilliant and statesmanlike scheme laid before the conference 
in Washington by Secretary Hughes. The carrying out of that plan may 
involve great monetary loss in some quarters, but such a thing as finan- 
cial I'-^ss can be of no consideration \vhen compared to the inestimable 
boon to mankind which would be involved in the realization of that mag- 
nificent plan. 


National Campaign Committee of All 
Parties Should Be Abolished

The national campaign committee of all political parties ought to 
at once be aboliehi-d. There is now no need for any of them in the 
national elections. The state election machinery in each state in every 
presidential election conducts the elections which choose president, sen- 
ators and congrestimen at the same time the state officials arc elected. 
The day has gone when there was conflict and jealousies between state 
and nation and their ofllcia's. as well as when there were diliurent dates 
for state and national elections. 


\\g should now have only siat-e committees, aided by a campaign 
committee chosen by the candidates for president and vice president as 
tht7 are named by the conventions, this campaign committee to merely 
co-operate with the state committee in each state. 


This annual party dissension in all parties in ofl: years over the 
chairman of a presidential campaign committee is as profitless as a 
mutiny in an anny preparing for wai over the selection of a drill sergeant 
for diess parade. 


The Average American Eats Exactly 
2,664 Pounds of Food Each Year

JJo yuu know that the average American eat^ more than a ton of food 
every year? The exact figures are 2,(564 pounds per man per year. 
Tluit 
iB a costly item. 
We a^tainly don't stint ourselves. 


And docs this Gargantuan appetite really make for national healtli? 
If it any better for the body than it as for the pouketbouk? 
1 notice by 
these same figures from the bureau of labor statistics that the average 
American wage-earner manages to keep the spark of life in his body on 
1,776 pounds of food a year. Tlio A. E. P. ration was 1,540 pounds per 
jnan per year, and if 1 recollect rightly the American soldier did some 
pretty fair work on that allowance. 


The medical authorities may make what tliey please of these figures, 
but I notice that the average Japanute consumes y05 pounds of food per 
annum.

r e you quite sure that you hold 
your spoon in the correct man- 
ner? It does seem a funny thing 
that so inueh depends on sucli an ap- 
parently unimportant matter. But you 
know yourself tJiat If you see a per- 
son holding a spoon as you would a 
screwdriver or a garden spade, with 
the palm of the liand over the top and 
the tluunb and fingers clasped on the 
reverse side, you would Immediately 
put hlin down as lacking 
In 
good 
breeding. 
On the contrary, if you see 
a man or woman holding a spoon in 
an extremely mincing manner, with the 
little linger and ring finger held as 
far away from the other fingers as pos- 
sible, you Immediately 
assume 
that 
that person Is trying to Impress you 
with Ills extreme daintiness. 


Properly, the spoon ¿ihould be hold 
between thumb and first finger, rest- 
ing on the middle finger. He careful 
not to hold It too far down toward the 
bowl. 


Always raise the spoon to your mouth 
so that the side of the bowl touches 
Uie mouth, and not the point of the 
spoon. 
To do this one has to bring 
the spoon up at right angles. In a 
very 
awkward 
manner. 
Ilemember 
that you should never drink or sip 
from the tip of the spoon. 
Liquids 
should be taken from the side of the 
spoon, without sijiplng them and with- 
out actually putting the entire spoon 
Into the mouth. 
Solids should be tak- 
en by laying the spoon i>etween the 
lips and taking the contents Into the 
mouth without the polishing process 
that is characterlstc of children when 
they especially enjoy what they are 
eating. 


Soft-boiled eggs are eaten with a 
spoon from the sliell. 
It Is a good 
Idea to have V)one egg spoons that do 
not discolor wltli the action of the 
egg, as do silver spoons. 


Bouillon, when served In cups; tea. 
cofl'eG and other beverages served in 
cups, should be taken with the spoon 
only enough to make sure that they 
are properly seasoned and that they 
are cool enough to drink. 
It Is ex- 
tremely bad form to consume the en- 
tire cupful with sips of the spoon. 


No vegetables should be taken with 
a spoon that can possibly be eaten with 
a fork. 
To be sure, such things as 


thln-stewed tomatoes, served In side 
saucers, cannot very easily be managed 
with a fork. 
Perhaps the right way 
to prepare them for the table Is In 
solid enough f o m so that they can 
be managed without a 
spoon. 
Peas 
should not be eaten with a spoon, and 
for that reason It Is no longer consid- 
ered best to serve them cooked In 
milk. 
Many persona insist that Ice 
cream Is a fork food, and not spoon 
food. 
However, If spoons are serred 
with this dainty, do not hesitate to 
use them. There Is really nothing very 
bad form about using a spoon, and a 
great many persons do who are beyond 
reproach In 'table manners,
